3. Claims 1-3, 6-15, 21, 23 and 24 are allowed. These claims will be renumbered as 1-16. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not teach or fairly suggest displaying all the measuring points prior to scanning by 
superimposing visual indicators of the points on a two-dimensional image, and displaying the 
progress status by changing the display state of the points that were displayed in advance. This 
limitation, as part of the claimed combination, allows a user to "observe the progress while 
confirming the measuring quality" as described at the applicant's specification page 11, line 28.
